STAY UNTIL MAY, 1934 


Michigan City , Ind., No v . 24 
(ZP) — Charles Verno n Witt, went 
to his death in the electric chair 
at state priso n to day , leav ing be­ 
hind him in “ death ro w” the 
man po lice say was the actual 
“ trigger man” in the murder 
fo r which he was co nv icted. 
Lo uis E. Hamilto n, who , ac­ 
co rding to witnesses o f the slay ­ 
ing o f Lafay ette A. J ackso n, In­ 
dianapo lis chain sto re o wner, 
fired the fatal sho t, faces an un­ 
certain fate, hav ing been grant­ 
ed a stay o f ex ecutio n until May 
ll, 1934 . The stay was granted 
to permit co mpletio n o f a hear­ 
ing o n his appeal befo re the su­ 
preme co urt. 
Witt, who se co nv ictio n was af­ 
firmed by the supreme co urt 
so metime ago , was co nv icted 
with Hamilto n under an Indiana 
law that places equal guilt upo n 
the slay er and his acco mplice 
and mandates the death penalty 
fo r murder in co mmissio n o f a 
ro bbery . Go v erno r Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt denied a plea fo r a stay fo r 
Witt pending the o utco me o f 
Hamilto n’s appeal. 
Bo th Hamilto n and Witt, a na­ 
tiv e o f Bainbridge, Ind., claimed

Paris, No v . 24 (ZP) — Alarmed 
French leaders to ld President 
Albert Lebru n to day that it was 
imp erativ e to hav e a so lid go v ­ 
ernment to p ro tect the franc 
and end natio nal instability . 
A wav e o f resentment at the 
su cceeding cabinet was reflected 
by Ju e Jeanneney and Jo sep h 
Caillau x , who after Premier Al­ 
bert Sarrau t’s go v ernment had 
been 
o v erthro wn 
early 
this 
mo rning, Said “it was a crime to 
o v erthro w the go v ernment u n­ 
der p resent circu mstances.” 
“I think,” M. Jeanneney to ld 
the President, “that it is abo u t 
time that the slau ghter o f min­ 
istries o u ght to cease. The fate 
o f the franc is mo re imp o rtant 
than p arty co ntests.” 
The two , M. Jeanneney and M. 
Caillau x , were receiv ed by the 
President after a sleep less night 
du ring which he receiv ed the 
resignatio n o f the members o f 
the Sarrau lt ministry after the 
cabinet’s defeat in the Chamber 
o f Dep u ties. 
He began wo rk early in the 
mo rning, alarmed by the latest 
crisis, and receiv ed p arliamen­ 
tary o fficials in an anx io u s ef­ 
fo rt to hu rry fo rmatio n o f a new 
go v ernment, the fo u rth o f the 
y ear. 
Leaders were stu nned at the 
cru shing o f the cabinet by a 
newly fo u nd center majo rity 
which tu rned o n M. Sarrau t and 
his bu dget-balancing p ro gram a 
few minu tes after it had giv en 
him its su p p o rt o n a p rev io u s 
v o te. 
A scant fo u r weeks after he 
fo rmed a go v ernment to su p ­ 
p lant that o f Edo u ard Daladier 
and hammered to gether a bu d­ 
get-balancing franc-sav ing p ro ­ 
gram mu ch like that o n which 
his p redecesso r to p p led, Premier 
Albert 
Sarrau t

LAND HAYES DIES FRIDAY 


Farmer Ex pires at Ho me No rth 
o f Arlingto n One Mo nth After 
Death o f Wife. 


Land Hay es, age 72 y ears, died 
at his ho me three miles no rth 
o f Arlingto n Friday afterno o n at 
1:30 o ’clo ck. The deceased had 
been in ill health fo r so me time 
and a co mplicatio n o f diseases 
incidental to senility was giv en 
as the cause o f his death. 
Mr. Hay es was bo rn near Lew­ 
isv ille in Henry co unty but had 
resided fo r the past fo rty y ears 
in the Arlingto n-Carthage v icin­ 
ity . Hi§ wife preceded him in 
death abo ut a mo nth ago . He is 
surv iv ed by o ne 
bro ther, J . L.

Indianapo lis, No v . 24 (ZP)— 
Mileage rate charges fo r trans­ 
po rtatio n o f freight by railro ads 
and mo to r trucks will be the 
same in Indiana after Dec. 31 
under new regulatio ns set up by 
the public serv ice co mmissio n. 
The “ disque” scale o f 
rates 
no w charged by railro ads will 
go v ern the entire freight trans­ 
po rtatio n industry as it effects 
v ehicles fo r hire. Certain mo to r 
v ehicles are ex empt under the 
1933 act o f the general assembly 
which pro v ided fo r the setting up 
o f regulatio ns. 
Regulatio ns set up by the co m­ 
missio n were gleaned fro m sug­ 
gestio ns submitted by shippers, 
mo to r v ehicle co mmo n carriers 
and co ntract carriers, railro ads 
and interurban lines. The regu­ 
latio ns are intended to prev ent 
destructiv e co mpetitio n and rate 
discriminatio n. 
The charge fo r any haul will 
be based o n the mileage as ro ut­ 
ed in the co mmo n carriers’ cer­ 
tificates and the co ntract car­ 
riers permits.

The administratio n to o k into 
its o wn hands the drafting o f 
the co des after v irtu ally dis­ 
carding all imp o rtant p arts o f 
tentativ e p acts su bmitted by the 
indu stries. 
Hereto fo re, the administratio n 
had p ermitted indu stries to set 
u p their o wn co de au tho rities. 
It decided to keep its hands o n 
the liq u o r bu siness. 
In reaching this co nclu sio n, it 
ap p ro v ed reco mmendatio ns o f 
an interdep artmental co mmit­ 
tee, created by President Ro o se­ 
v elt, fo r federal administratio n 
u ntil co ngress acts.

Identified, state po lice said, as 
a participant in at least fo ur 
bank ro bberies, and the deliv ery 
o f J o hn Dillinger fro m jail at 
Lima, O., Co peland has been 
v iewed by many perso ns here 
since his arrest in Chicago Sun­ 
day . 
In v iew o f the fact that an un­ 
named witness o f the Lima de­ 
liv ery , in which Sheriff J ess Bar­ 
ber was killed, identified Co pe­ 
land as o ne o f three men who 
did no t enter the jail and there­ 
fo re co uld no t hav e slain the 
sheriff, Indiana autho rities were 
undecided whether to pro secute 
Co peland o n a charge o f bank 
ro bbery in this state o r turn him 
o v er to Ohio autho rities.

WINTER HEALTH 
Don’t limit y ou r winter activ ities to those p op ­ 
u lar indoor sp orts of firing the fu rnace, p lay ing 
cards and comp laining abou t the weather — get 
some op en air ex ercise ev ery day . 
This is the adv ice of an au thority on health 
which is p articu larly timely at p resent. The 
colder day s of winter and attendant inclement 
weather will soon be with u s in fu ll sev erity . 
You can control whether or not y ou will be 
healthy as y ou grow older by y ou r way of liv ing 
now. You can either become a temp eramental 
disease bearing p erson or a strong, sou nd bodied 
sp ecimen of health, as y ou choose. 
Ex ercise has long been recognized as a fu n­ 
damental of health req u irement, becau se to 
k eep u p the tone of the mu scles and organs of 
the body with ex ercise is essential. Ex ercise, 
howev er, that inv olv es the u se of some m echan­ 
ical dev ice will not serv e as a su bstitu te for fresh 
air, p rop er diet, su fficient sleep and ou tdoor 
ex ercise. 
There is no real su bstitu te for mu scu lar ac­ 
tiv ity . Ev ery p erson k nows this to be a fact, bu t 
a comp arativ ely small nu mber follow a liv ing 
code they k now to be best for their health. Medi­ 
cine is not a su bstitu te. Peop le who do not u se 
their mu scles more or less ev ery day lose p ower 
and decrease their general efficiency . 
Get ou t into the op en and walk and p lay as 
the case may be, or tak e any other form of good 
ex ercise so long as it necessitates y ou being ou t 
in the op en. You can p rotect y ou rself p rop erly 
from the weather so that y ou will not tak e cold. 
It constitu tes the v ery fou ndation of health. 


Roosev elt, thou gh deep ly concerned by the sit­ 
u ation, natu rally hesitates to ov er-ride the ju dg­ 
ment of an able man on the firing line. 
Dou btless Welles is conscientiou s in his a tti­ 
tu des. This imp ression is strengthened by con­ 
fidential rep orts that he longs to be reliev ed of 
his job. Nev ertheless he may be wrong. And the 
President may be mistak en in continu ing to su p ­ 
p ort the Welles p olicy in the face of growing an­ 
tagonism in Cu ba and the growing conv iction of 
Latin-America that ou r gov ernment is engaged 
in dip lomatic interv ention to rob Cu bans of a 
free choice of ru lers. 
Few Americans hav e seen any consp icu ou s fit­ 
ness in Grau San Martin for the office he oc­ 
cu p ies. Yet he hangs on, and seems to be gain­ 
ing rather than losing su p p ort. If he is the 
k ind of p resident Cu ba wants, what is that to 
u s? He isn’t ou r baby . Wou ldn’t it be wise to 
recognize facts there, as we hav e recognized facts 
in Ru ssia, and coop erate with the only gov ern­ 
ment there is in Cu ba, instead of try ing tq ov er­ 
throw it by p assiv e resistance? 


NOW HOW ABOUT CUBA? 
The Cu ban situ ation seems to hav e dev elop ed 
into a test of endu rance between Grau San Mar­ 
tin, p resident de facto, and Su mner Welles, 
American ambassador. This mak es it awk ward 
for Uncle Sam as well as Cu ba. 
It was rep orted, du ring Welles’ recent v isit 
to Washington, that the state dep artment offi­ 
cials had u sed all their p owers try ing to p er­ 
su ade Mr. Welles to acq u iesce in the recogni­ 
tion of Grau San Martin, bu t withou t su ccess. 
The ambassador seems imp lacably set against 
the p resent island administration, conv inced that 
it will fail and that it deserv es to fail. President 


CODES AND TIPS 
One of the most delicate p roblems the NRA 
has to deal with is the tip p ing sy stem. Under 
NRA ru lings, tip s mu st not be inclu ded in the 
minimu m wages for waiters and hotel work ers. 
The p rop rietors comp lain that this p rohibition 
is too bu rdensome — that they cannot afford to 
p ay the fu ll wages themselv es. . 
In New York City Grov er A. Whalen, the local 
NRA administrator, su ggests adding 10 p er cent 
to ev ery restau rant or hotel bill, as is often done 
abroad, and giv ing it to the waiters and serv ants 
as a su bstitu te for p ersonal tip s. Bu t some crit­ 
ics insist that this is no different from a gro­ 
cery or shoe store adding 10 p er cent to ev ery 
bill, to p ay its heip . Others insist that there are 
alway s cases of sp ecial serv ice or consideration, 
on the p art of emp loy ees, that really demand 
recognition in the form of cash gifts. 
In this last argu ment p robably lies the root of 
the p roblem. Peop le'seem to hav e alway s tip p ed 
waiters and hotel serv ants, p artly becau se it was 
ex p ected and p artly becau se it p leased them to 
do so. “Largesse” is not only a common p rac­ 
tice bu t a trait of hu man natu re. If NRA can 
root ou t the p ractice, it is p owerfu l indeed.
